BAD WATER WAS THE CAUSE. 


Mrs. Epwarp KIncston, Mirror, 
Alta., writes:—'!Coming to the North- 
west from B.C., in the summer of 1910, 
we were face to face with the serious pro- 
blem of being able to secure good. drink- 
ing water; this we could not get, so were 
obliged to drink water containing a great 
deal of alkali, with the result that we 
were all troubled with Diarrhea.
